LONDON, Oct. 19.—After 27 


years of continuous research into 
problems of infection and immuni- 
ty, Dr. Mervyn Henry Gordon, F. 
R. 8., of the Medical Research 
Council, has meade a discovery 
which is expected to lead to a/'§ 
revolution in therapeutic practive 
and to render painless, inexpensive 
and applicable in a few hours to 
whole populations protection | 
against many of the ills which af.-' 
flict humanity. 

The London Lancet, leading | 
medical journal, will announce | 
Gordon’s discovery next Thursday. | 
It is allied to the recent discovery | 
of the cancer virus by Gye and 
Barnard, and was made as the re- 
sult of experimenting with another 
filter-passing virus belonging to th« 
same group as that which James 
E, Barnard ph graphed by using 
short wave-le hs of violet rays, | 
although the virus was indistin- | 
guishable -to the strongest 
scopes in ordinary light. 

Rabbits as Subjects. 

Gordon injected cowpox virus 
smallpox vaccine into rabbits 
through the skins, into veins and 
into muscles; they developed ithe 
disease. He then made a rabbit 
sniff a solution containing the or- 
ganism: this rabbit also got cow- 
pox. .Geordon killed. some of ...he 
virus, heated it for a half hour to 
55 degrees centigrade and then 
made rabbits sniff it. All rabbits 
which sniffed this solution were 
rendered tmmune to all further ef- 
forts to give them cowpox by what- 
ever means. 

Dr. Gordon, seen by the writer 
declined to be interviewed, saying 
his technical description of his ex- 
periments must suffice at present. 
But it was gathered from him that 
these experiments appear to mean 
the end of the present method of

conferring immunity to smallpox 
by cowpox injection. 

It appears probable that by 
merely sniffing the solution of | 
dead germs properly heated or even | 
by passing through ae room filled | 
with immunizing vapor, immunity | 
can §: obtained. 

The correspondent gathered 
further that cowpox is only one of 
the diseases whose prevention may 
be rendered easy by this new | 
method... The cowpox microbe be- 
longs to the now famous group of 
filter-passing microbes photo- 
graphed by Barnard, including 
smalipox, cancer, measles, sleeping 
sickness, influenza and colds and 
Gordon did not hide his hope that

The Lancet this week will give 
great prominence to this discovety, 
which is regarded tn bacteriologi- 
cal circles as of the highest poten- 
tial importance and as eiitirely 
novel. 

Meanwhile James Barnard, the 
London hatter and micPoscopic 
wizard who photographed cancer 
virus, is constructing new appara- 
tus which is expected to give much 
more serpationa] results. By use 
of short wave lengthe of light 


which define objects half as large | 


as a light wave length under violet 
rays, Barnard has reduced micro- 
scopy to the point where definition 
under the lens is interfered with by 
air, as though the picture were be- 
ing taken through a fog. Accord- 
ingly Bernard's new machine is to 
photograph germs by violet light in 
a vacuum. 
. Oomplexity of Germs. 

From one of the world’s great- 
est experts in biochemistry it was 
learned today that in the opinion 
of this authority the most impor- 
tant result of Barnard’s photogra- 
phy has not been discussed in the 


press. 

This is the fact that disease 
germs hithertg barely visible un- 
der the most powerful miscoscope 
as minute specks have been s0 
clearly defined by Barnard that 


they are shown to be of complex 
structure, and part of the structure 
can be dimly seen even in advance 
of photography in a vacuum, 
which has not yet been accom- 
plished.

Opinion. Dismissing Drug- 
gan’s Appeal Made Oc- 
casion for Re-Stating 


Validity of Law. 


CONGRESS’ POWER 
TO ACT AFFIRMED 


Has Been Working on Plan : “The Moment the Amend- 


ment Was Ratified It Be- 
came Effective as Law,” 
Decision Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The 
constitutionality of the Volstead 
act again was upheld and its pro- 
visions discussed in detail today by 
the Supreme Court. 

A formal opinion in the Druggan 
case from Chicago, in which an ap- 
peal by the defendant recently was 
dismissed, was made the occasion 
for the court's redefinition of its 
support of the v@lidity of the dry 
law. 
The main ground for the Drug- 
gan petition, the opinion said, was 
that the enforcement act was un- 
constitutional because it was enact- 
ed before the eighteenth amend- 
ment became effective. 

“It is not correct to say that 
the amendment did not exist until 
prohibition went into effect,”’ tne 
Court held. “The moment the 
amendment was ratified it became 
effective as a law. 

“We have no doubt of the au- 
thority of Congress to pass the 
Indeed, it would be going far 
to say that, while the fate of the 


lamendment was uncertain, Congress 


could not have passed a law in 
aid of it, conditioned upon the 
ratification taking place. 

“A shorter answer to the whole 


matter is that the grant of power 


to Congress is a present grant and 


that no reason has been suggested 


why the Constitution may not give 
Congress a present power to enact 
laws intended to carry out consti- 
tutional provisions for the future 
when the time comes for them to 
take effect.” ° 

Arizona Minimum Wage Law for 

Women Held Invalid. 

The Arizona minimum wage law 
for women was held to be unconsti- 
tutional today by the Supreme 
Court. 

The court's position wag set forth 
by its action in affirming the de- 
cision of the lower courts on the 
issue. The attack upon the law 
was made by A. Sardell, owner of 
two stores at Nogales, who em- 
ployed four women clerks and con- 
tended that if compelled to pay 
them each a minimum of $16 a 
week, as required by the State 
statutes, his business would be 
Replying, the State held 
that he was not required to em- 
ploy women and insisted that the 
law was a valid exercise of its po- 
lice powers. The Federal] District 
Court for Arizona held, however, 
that it was invalid and enjoined 
the State officers from enforcing it. 

The Court affirmed on author- 
ities cited, the injunction issued by 
the Federal District Court of Chi- 
cago restraining enforcement of an 
order by the Illinois Commerce 
Commission in August 1923, which 
would have made reductions in the 
rates of the Illinois Bell. Telephone 
Co. for nickel coin box service in 
Chicago and that vicinity. 

The Court dismissed for want 
of jurisdiction, the attack upon the 
Calffornia syndicalism law  »by 
Charlotte Anita Whitney. 

Mrs. Whitney was convicted of 
violating the California syndicalism 
law when she participated in the 
organization of the communist la- 
bor party in that State. She con- 
tended that the law as applied to 
her activities was invalid, ‘tneist- 
ing that the California communist 
labor party was organized under a 
resolution which had been adopted 
as a substitute for the one she 
had reported, and that her in- 
fluence had beet exercised to keep 
its declaration of principles, with- 
in the law. 

The State pointed out that while 
her original resolution had been 
defeated that she continued to af- 
filiate with the organization which 
had declared its approval of the 
I. W. W.'s and was charged with 
being an outgrowth of the Moscow 
communist movement.’ 

The court refused to tnterfere fn 
the dispute raised by the Kansas 
City Southern Railway over the In- 
tefstate Commerce Commission's 
valuation methods. The company 
contended the commission did not 
comply with the terms of the val- 
vation act end that its property was 
worth approximately twice that 
Mixed by the commission. The court 
declined to review the‘ question.

baseballs used by big league. 


clubs in a nine-inning game was 
fewer than six. A few years lia- 
ter, in the days when Vic Willis 
was pitching for St. Louls, a 
game is on record in which but 
TWO baseballs were used. They 
cost $1 each then. 

This year the Browns used ap- 
proximately $8000 worth of balls, 
costing $1.25 each. 

What has happened? 

In the old days a baseball was 
used until lost or worn out. If 
it survived a game, it was used 
in subsequent practice. This 
year the home team took out of 
the safe seven dozen new balls 
each day! 

Two dozen of these went to the 
visiting team, but were paid for. 
The remaining five dozen were 
used up in the ratio of three 
dozen to the game and two dozen 
to practice. 

Today baseball] players will not 
condescend to practice with old 
balls, and the scarred ones are 
handed around to kids or grass 
eaters or helpers around the 
plant. 

The white ball is a large fac- 
tor in explaining the amazing 
increase in batting and the de- 
cline of pitching. Batters swing 
at a Wright ball of high visibility 
where the batters of other days 
swung at a discolored one. The 
new ball is harder and more re- 
silient and algo is very much 
more difficult to pitch. 

The change in ball usage has 
increased the pitcher’s difficul- 
ties at least 25 per cent.
